On July 9 , the fifteenlh annual conven- 
tion of the United Societies of Christian 
Endeavor opened for regular business at 
Washington, D. C. The formal opening 
services were preceded by no less than 
twenty-two separate devotional meetings 
in the different city churcheson the even 
ing of July 8. The pastors of the various 
churches presided over the gatherings. 
The speakers for the opening addresses 
were well selected and very ably handled 
the subject namely "Deepening the Spirit- 
ual Life, "which was universally felt to be 
not only a fine tòpic for such a grand 
gathering, but also a subject calculated 
to upbuild the whole cause of Christian 
Fndeavor. 

There were thirty-three early morning 
prayer meetings on the morning of the 
regular opening, and thesc meetings con- 
tinued to be a conspicuous part of the 
Convention each day. 

After the opening hymn addresses of 
welcome were made by chairnian W. H. 
H. Smith and Rev. S. H. Green, follow- 
ed by responsesfrom Rev. Dr. J. Service, 
of Detroit and Prof. W. W. Andrews, of 
New Brunswick. The meetings wereheld 
in the two tents, "Washington" and <<En- 
deavor." The following are the leading 
planks of the Christian Fndeavor plat for m 
as defincd by President Clark i 

"(i) Our covenant prayer-mecting 
pledge— the Magna Charta of Christian 
Endeavor. (2) Our consecration meet- 
ing, guaranteeing the spiritual character 
of the society. (3) Our committees, giv- 
ing to each active metnber some specific 
and definitç work 'for Christ and the 
church.' (4) Our interdenominational 
and ínternational fellowship, bssed upon 
our denominotional and national loyalty. 
(5) Our individual independenee and 
self-government, free from control of 
united society, state or local union, con- 
vention or coramittee, all of which exist 
for fellowship and inspiration, not for 
legislation. (6) Our individual subor- 
dínation as societies to our own churches 
of which we claim to be an integral, or- 
gànic, inseparable part. (7) í) (ir 
Christian citizenship plank — our country 
for Christ, but, as a society, no entangling 
political alliances. Ourmissionary plank 
— Christ for the world. (8) Our ulti- 
mate purpose— to deepen the spiritual 
life and ratse the religious standards of 
young people the world over. 

The wonderful vastness of result attain- 
ed by the Christian Endeavor movement 
may be, summed up as follows : Forty- 
six thousand societies have been formed. 
Five million of Endeavorers have been 


enrolled, of whom morè than two million 
seven-hundred thousand are at present 
members. Two millions of others, who 
are Endeavorers in all except narne, have 
been enrolled in purely denominational 
societies. Ten million Endeavor meet- 
ings have been held. Five million copirs 
of the constitution have been printed, in 
forty different languages, and at léast 
fifteen million copies of the pledge. It is 
estimated that not less than one million 
of the associate members have come into 
the evangèlica! churches connected wilh 
fifty denominations, influtnced in part, at 
least, by the Christian Endeavor Society, 
and it ïs a fact that over $2,000,000 has 
been given in benevolence through de- 
nominational and church cham.els. 
The report of Secretary Baer ts as 
follows : 

"Of the states and provinces that now 
have each over one thousand Young Peo- 
ple's Societies of Christian Endeavor, the 
Keystone state of Pennsylvania still heads 
the list with 3,273 ; New York next,2,o ? i ; 
Ohio, 2,311 ; Ontario has now passed to 
fourth place, with 1,817 \ Illinois, 1,802 ; 
Indiana, 1,352; Iowa, 1,302. There are 
now 10,084 Júnior societies. Pennsyl- 
vania leads with 1,224, then New Yoik 
not very far behind with 1,104 ; Illinois, 
836 ; Ohio, 716 ; Indiana, 498 ; Iowa, 4 68; 
Massachusetts, 46 1 ; Califòrnia, 44a . 
Notwithstanding many oíthe.tates have 
made splendid advances in Júnior so- 
cieties, Pennsylvania will for the third 
tirne secure the Júnior 'badge' banner fur 
the largest gain in nUmber of Juniur so- 
cieties. There are now 1 15 Interinediate 
societies enrolled, and many morè of 
which we have no record. Illinois leads 
with seventeen recorded. Califòrnia, In- 
diana and Ohio each have eleven enroll- 
ed. Another year'sgrowth of this branch 
will be watched with interest, as will that 
of still two othef new branches, the 
Mothers' Society and the Sènior Society. 
There are fifty of the íormer ami twenty 
of the latter. Illinois learls in both, hav- 
ing twenty-one Mothers' and four Sènior 
societies. New Hampshire and Pennsyl- 
vania each report three Sènior societies, 
and Kansas eleven Mothers', and Pennsyl- 
vania seven. AH Canadà has 3,292 so- 
cieties, and in foreign and míssionary 
lands there are now 6,399 societies enroll- 
ed. The United Kingdom has over 
3,.ooo ; Austràlia, over 2,000 ; i 'raure, 66; 
West índies, 63 ; índia, 128 : Mexico.óz; 
Turkey, 41 ; Àfrica, 38 ; China, 40 ; Ger- 
many, 18; Japan, 66 ; Madagascar, 93 ; 
and so on until every country in the world 
is represented, save three or four, makiiií,' 
a grand total of 46,125 branches." 

The next meeting of the Convention is 
to be held in San Francisco.
